EDWARDSVILLE — Alleged highway sniper 
Gene Arnett’s former girlfriend testified in Madi- 
son County Circuit Court on Friday that Arnett 
had bragged about shooting at a car the evening 
after Todd Scrum was killed, but she didn’t 
believe him at the time. 

Victoria Cleveland, 25, Alton, testified she had 
met Arnett at Off Broadway, a nightclub in Alton, 
and that he had told her about the shooting as she 
drove the River Road to a party in Godfrey. 
There, she said, he repeated the story to people at 
the party. 

A few days later, Arnett called her on the 
Phone, Cleveland testified, while she watched a 
story about Scrum on the news. 

“He asked me what I was doing and I told him 
watching the news and he said yeah. I said I’d 
seen it on TV and knew it was true. He said I told 
you,”’ Cleveland said. 

Arnett is charged with first-degree murder in 
the shotgun killing of Scrum on Interstate 270 
north of Granite oy, on Oct. 24. Cleveland’s testi- 
mony came on the third day of the trial. 

She testified Arnett told her that after “‘some 
guy. hit his car, he had chased after the car and 
Pulled beside it, but the driver refused to pull 
over. , 

“He said the guy flipped him the bird (gestured) 
so Gene said he jumped in the back seat and blew 





his windshield out,’’ Cleveland said. 

Wanda and Eldon Smith, residents of the house 
in Godfrey, and Glen and Kethra Rhoades, who 
were present that night, all testified that Arnett 
had told them a story about ‘a car he blowed off 
the road.””

Wanda Smith said she and Kethra Rhoades had 
been in another room and heard only parts of the 
story in which Arnett said he ‘‘blowed a car off 
the road,"’ but was unsure of his exact meaning. 

Kethra Rhoades testified he had said he ‘“tblowed 
the doors off” a car and, in cross examination, 
said the idea that he meant he had shot the car 
never crossed her mind until later. 

Cleveland also testified that Arnett telephoned 
her again a few days later to say goodbye because 
the police had his car. at a truck stop on Illinois 3

program here believe their 
health outlook has improved. 

Thirty-six were included in a 
subjective survey régarding risk 
factors for heart disease and the 
benefits of exercise. 

The St. Elizabeth Medical Cen- 
ter cardiac patients were asked 
to assess the risk factors they 
had when they started the pro- 
gram, the risk factors they have 
currently, and whether participa- 
tion in OPCR has helped’ to 
assist and improve their lifestyle 
changes. 

Results of the survey indicafed 
many of the risk factors related 
to heart disease have been elimi-, 
nated or reduced since starting 
in the program 

Smoking, one of the leading 
risk factors for heart disease, 
has been reduced by 41 percent. 
At the present time, only 6 per- 
cent of the participants smoke. 
Of those who have quit smoking, 
41 percent feel that participation 
in the OPCR program has been 
instrumental in the decision to 
stop smoking. 

Inability to handle stress was 
a risk tor in 75 percent of the 
patients prior to treatment in 
OPCR. Although 69 percent of 
the patients surveyed still per- 
ceive themselves as being under 
significant stress, 93 percent feel 
they are better equipped to cope 
with that stress as a result of

their invdlvement in the stress 
management portion of OPCR. 

The survey indicated 76 per- 
cent of the cardiac patients feel 
the OPCR has increased their 
overall exercising habits. Lack 
of exercise was a risk for 81 per- 
cent upon beginning the OPCR 
program and now it is a factor 
only among 8 percent. 

While diabetes will not be 
eliminated by exercising, 67 per- 
cent who have the disease feel 
that their participation in the 
program has helped to keep 
their diabetes under better con- 
trol. 

The risk factor of high blood 
pressure (hypertension) is now 
only present among 25 percent of 
the cardiac rehabilitation 
patients, having been reduced by 
19 percent. This risk factor 
reduction has been attributed to 
the participation in OPCR by 
nearly three-fourths of the par- 
ticipants. 

Although half of the cardiac 
patients feel they had a weight 
problem when they started with 
OPCR, and it continues to be a 
‘risk factor for them, 95 percent 
believe that participation in 
OPCR has helped them to 
reduce or maintain their weight. 

A high-fat diet was a risk fac- 
tor for 61 percent before they 
were diagnosed with heart dis- 
ease and started OPCR. Fifty 
percent feel classes and diet 
counseling in the OPCR program 





have helped them reduce or 
eliminate diet as a risk factor. 

In the second part of the sur- 
vey, participants listed the bene- 
fits of exercise that they -had 
experienced since beginning the 
cardiac rehabilitation program 

The percent of patients who 
claimed they had experienced 
each benefit included: 

Increased energy that makes 
you feel better, 92 percent. 

Increased muscular strength 
and endurance, and increased 
flexibility of the joints, 89 per- 
cent. 

Increased stamina, so you Gan 
do more and not tire so easily, 
89 percent. 

Improved self image and self 
confidence, 75 percent 

Enhanced quality of life with 
increased enthusiasm and opti- 
mism, 75 percent. 

Decreased anxiety, released 
tension, and better relaxation 
and sleep habits, 61 percent 

Decreased resting pulse and 
blood pressure, 53 percent 

Burned more calories 
pressed appetite — weight 
47 percent.

Some state and local govern- 
ment officials are warning that a 
U.S. Supreme Court decision 
could trigger a tax on govern- 
ment-issued bonds, lead to thase 
bonds being forced to offer 
higher interest rates, and result 
in higher costs for some govern- 
ment services. 

In a ruling in late April that 
went largely unnoticed, the 
Supreme Court said that govern- 
ment-issued bonds, commonly 
referred to as ‘‘municipal 
bonds,’’ must be ‘‘registered"’ 
and a ibject to federal taxes. 

A “registered"’ bond is one 
that is listed with a financial 
institution, showing the holder 
and the amount of interest paid 
to the holder. 

Missouri House Speaker Bob 
Griffin, D-Cameron, said the rul- 
ing, as it relates to interest taxa- 
tion, reversed a 90-year-old pre- 
cedent in which the federal 
government took a hands-off 
approach to interest earned on 
the bonds. 

“If Congress, which is nearly 
desperate in its search for ways 
to raise revenue, now begins to 
tax interest on thése bonds, they 
will be less attractive to inves- 
tors,’’ Griffin said. ““The bonds 
will be more expensive and 
more difficult to sell. Ultimately,

The bonds are sold by local 
governments to generate reve- 
nue for specific projects, such as 
highway and bridge construction, 
new buildings, and sewer proj- 
ects 

St. Louis County last year sold 
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part of a_$95-million capital 
improvements bond package 
“One of the reasons we got a 
low interest rate (to be paid to a 
buyer) is because they are tax 
free,”’ said John Lucks, the 
county’s director of administra- 
tion. _ 

Lucks said county officials are 
studying the potential effect of 
the ruling. So, too, are state offi- 
cials. 

“We are aware of it and we're 
looking at it,” said John Pelzer 
the state’s commissioner ot 
administration. 

Gary Markenson, executive 
director of the Missouri Munici 
pal League, which represents 
cities statewide, agreed with 
Rostenkowski's aide that 
action on bond interest is immi 
nent. “It’s not a crisis by any 
means, but it’s certainly “some 
thing we need to watch,’’ Mar 
kenson said. 

Markensan also agreed with 
Griffin that the court extended 
its reach in this case.
